• THE UNIVERSITY BOARD of Tmstees announced last 
Thursday the establishment of the University’s National Law 
Center and the appointment of Dr. Charles B. Nutting as Its 
Dean. 

Dr. Nutting is Currently director of the Buhl Foundation 
and is a prominent educator. 

He has served as acting chan- 
cellor and viCe chancellor of 
the University of Pittsburgh, 

dean of PiUsburgh's Law Schixd 
and past president of the Associa- 
tion of American Law Schools. 

Dr. Nutting, as dean of the 
Law Onter will, for the time !>e- 
ing. assume the additional duties 
of the dean of the Law School. 

He will assume his new duties by 
the beginning of the Spring se- 
mester. 

The Trustees, in establishing 
the Law Center, said that the^Uni- 
versity's 94-ycar-old Law School 
"is traditionally national in Its 
student body and in its devotion 
to the American system of law as 
a whole.” and termed It "ideally 
suited for development, of a law 
center w^ich is national In scope." 

The establishment of the I.aw 
Center will also make possible the 
expansion of the traditional lead- 
ership of the Law School and will 
bring into l>eing the Graduate 
ScMI 0 f >uhHc Law. • 

The Law Center will provide op- 
portunity for the vital related re- 
search and publications in public 
law, will dramatically increase the 
continuing legal education pro- 
gram for the practicing bar, and 
will extend the use of an Inter- 
disciplinary faculty selected from 
various related fields. 

The ^w Center will eventual- 
ly occupy new quarters on land 
bounded by 19, 20 H st. and Penn- 
sylvania ave. Establishment of the 
Law Center follows approval by 
the National Capitol Planning' 

Commission and the District 
Board of Commissioners of the 
University's expansion plan. 

The Graduate School of Public 
Law will be primarily concerned 
with three basic and Inter-related 
objectives. First, it will provide 
advanced substantive and pro-

University's Patent Foundation 
Receives Federal Study Grant

The Foundation , took into ac- 
(x>unt the variance of Government 
agency patent policies. Some 
agencies, it said, require Govern- 
ment ownership or control of pat- 
ent rights. Others permit the con- 
traetor to retain the rights subject 
to a non-exclusive royalty-free 
license in the Government. While 
still other agencies follow varia- 
tions of these practices without 
adhering to a consistent policy. 

Announcement of the University 
grant last week came only a few 
days after Democratic Senator 
Russell Long of Louisiana Issued 
a statement challenging the De- 
fense Department’s practices of 
giving industry exclusive patent 
rights to inventions deveiopkl un- 
der Government contract. 

Long, chairman of the Senate 
Anti-Trust and Monop(»ly Subcom- 
mittee, is now hokUng hearings 


• THE UNIVERSITY'S Patent, 
Trademark and Copyright Foun- 
dation announced Sunday that it 
has received a 8^000 research 
grant to study the Federal Gov- 
ernment’s patent right policy con- 
cerning inventions developed un- 
der Government financed research 
and development contracts. 

The grant was supplied by the 
General Services Administration. 
Dr. Donald S. Watson, University 
professor of economl<3 and Dr. 
Harold F. Bright, professor of sta- 
tistics, will be the principal 
and asMdate investigators, re- 
spe<^v«ly. 

The object of the study is to 
examine and evaluate the effects 
(Mf the Government’s policy re- 
specting contractma, Government 
agencies and the public Interest. 

Some of the factors involved in 
the public interest, the Foundation 
announcement said are: the prog- 
ress of science under the present 
system, the strengthening of na- 
tional security, the stimulation of 


on these Federal patent policie.%. 

In his crilicism of the defense 
department's current policy. Long 
also announced that he may intro- 
duce a bill to make these Govern- 
merU financed inventions public 
property. 

As it stands now, the Depart- 
ment's policy means that the De- 
partment niay obtain any manu- 
facturer it desires to pitxluce 
a device for the Government. 
If the contractor who develops 
this invention is permitted to pat- 
ent It, he can collect royalties for 
Its commercial use. 

The Atomic Energy Ckxnmission 
which also finances such research 
and develc^xnent retains title to 
inventions developed during the 
research for it.* Several weeks ago, 
however, a national meeting of 
atomic industrialist leaders went 
on record to organize a major 
campaign to amend this provision 
of the Atomic Energy Act.
